Praying for Ruler for 
Two Weeks; Long Pe- 
riod of Mourning Ahead 


Tokio, December 25.—(4)—(Satur- 
day.)—Yoshihito, Japan’s invalid em- 
peror, died in the early hours of this 
Christmas morning. Hirohito, his 
eldest son, who since November, 1921, 
has ruled the empire as regent, im- 
mediately became Japan’s 124th em- 
peror. 

The ceremony of the ascension of 
Hirvhito to imperial office took place 
in the main’ hall of the villa at 
Hayama, in which his father had just 
succumbed to pneumonia after critical 
jliness of more than two weeks. Hi- 
rohito went almost directly from the 
death bed of his -father to the cere- 
monial which proclaimed him mon- 
arch. Japanese custom so decreed. 

Surrounded By Family. 

Yoshihito yielded his reign while 
surrounded by all members of his 
family except his second son, Prince 
Chichibu, who is hasteaing home from 
England. The efforts of his majesty’s 
many physicians who attended him day 
and night, and the unceasing devoted 
attendance of Empress Sadako, many 
times warded off death in the em- 
peror’s last days. The devotion of 
his. attendants and the prayers of 
the nation were given credit by the 
Japanese for the prolongation of the 
life of the sovereign, who since birth 
had suffered physical afflictions 
which ultimately affected him men-

The new emperor usually gives his 
first formal audience the day follow- 
ing death of his predecessor. Gov- 
ernment and court officials attend the 
audience. At this time the crown 
prince may be nominated, but there 
being no male heir, this ceremony will 
be omitted. Various foreign govera- 
ments will be cabled of the accession 
of Emperor Hirohito. The name of 
the new era—when the new emperor 
acquires another name—usually is 
announced the day after death. A

Driver of Carriage

Managua, Nicaragua, December 24. 
(?)—President Ditb narrowly escaped 
assassinafion last night. 

Two men armed with long knives, 
or machetes attacked the presidential 
carriage as Diaz was returning from 
a social function about 11 o'clock. 
The president alighted on the oppo- 
site side as the men threw thenestves 
on the carriage. He was unarmed, 
but the driver, who intervened to pro- 
tect Diaz, was literally cut to pieces. 
His eyes were gouged out and his 
nose and hands cut off, leaving him 
in a dying condition. 

The assailants fled. 

President Drives Carriage. 

The president placed the wounded 
driver in the carriage and drove it 
himself to Campo de Marte, while 
soldiers dispersed a crowd which had 
gathered.

Two women were found side by side 
at the rear end of the dining car, 
standing erect where they had been 
crushed sgainst the wall of the coach. 
One of the negro watiers was found 
hanging half way out of a window, 
pitched through the glass by the im- 
pact. 

The work of taking the bodies of 
the dead from the wrecked dining car 
was greatly hindered by the fact that 
most of the victims were buried in 
miss of debris under the day coach 
while many were wedged in places 
where it was impossible to remove 
them until the day coach was jacked 
ur a few feet. 

BODIES CARRIED 
QUARTER MILE TO ROAD. 

As the bodies were removed from 
the dining car, they were wrapped in 
Pullman blankets and carried a quar 
ter of a mile on stretchers to the road, 
where a waiting ambulance carried 
them to Rockmart, At one time, six 
‘bodies were lying side by side at the 
foot of the embankment awaiting 
transportation to the funeral par- 
lors. * 

Robert Pearce, foreman of engi- 
neers, who was at the throttle of the 
Ponce de Leon while S. J. Keith, reg- 
ular engineer was in the dining car, 
was removed from the crushed cab 
of the engine through the trap door 
on the cab roof, after crowbars were 
employed to pry aside steel timbers 
which wedged him against the hot 
boiler. Mr. Pearce was badly burn- 
ed by the contact with the fire-box, 
and died this morning in Rome as a 
result of his burns and injuries. 

Bob Moss, fireman on the Ponce de 
Leon, did not have a chance to escape. 
The great force of the collision ham- 
mered him against the boiler with the 
result that his arms and legs were 
severed from his body, and the torso 
brutally mangled. The work of ex- 
tracting Moss’ body from the cab 
occupied over an hour, due to the 
fact that the larger portion of the

At any rate, orders for the north- 
bound Ponce de Leon to take the side 
track were disregarded, and the thun- 
dering train passed the switch en- 
trance and crashed into the practical- 
ly motionless Royal Palm. 

The wreck happened just at the 
point where the track starts on a 
curve which leads into the Rockmart 
station, with a clear view of perhaps 
more than a half-mile between the 
point where the Ponce de Leon came 
into sight of the waiting Royal Palm 
and the freight train, with a slight 
down-grade along w hich the Ponce de 
Leon must have been moving at a rate 
of at least forty-five or fifty miles an 
hour, judging from the effects of the 
collision. 

Upon the “human equation” rests

Te 
steady the franc, however, it appears 
that little or no outlay of money was 
required; the mere announcement that 
the Bank of France was ready to 
satisfy all appetites of a speculative 
nature threw a wet blanket on every- 
thing but legitimate exchange busi- 
ness, and operations suddenly fell to 
insignificant proportions. 

The operation had a healthy effect 
on general business: The Bourse, 
after an irreguiar session Thursday, 
showed considerable improvement to- 
day.

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any attempt to “censor” governments 
in Central America, referring fparticu- 
larly to the support the United States 
is giving to the Diaz government in 
Nicaragua. 

After the holidays congress may 
undertake to find out from the ad- 
ministration just what is going on in 
Central America. 

The state department has been so 
aggressive in dealing with internal 
affairs in Nicaragua that this ques- 
tion is almost certain to be investi- 
gated. Mexican relations have been 
in an unsatisfactory condition for 
some time and these may become 
worse if there is any reaction because 
of the new oil land decrees which be- 
come effective January 1. 

“The truth is that effort is being 
made to get this country into a shame- 
less, cowardly little war with Mex- 
ico,’ Borah said. “If Diaz could in- 
duce us to begin that war with Mex-

Washington, December 24.—Author- 


ization for the construction of 10 ad- ed 


ditional naval cruisers will merely 
round out the fleet of the United 
States without placing this country 
in any competition over armament 
with other nations, aceording to the 
view of President Coolidge as outlined 
today at the white house. It is the 
president’s policy to avoid anything 
of a competitive character. 

The president desires that full cred- 
it be given the house committee on 
naval affairs for the development of 
the program for the building of 10 
cruisers as embodied in the bill in- 
troduced in the house by Represen- 
tative Butler, chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

The bill was framed after confer- 
ences at the white house initiated by 
members of the naval affairs com- 
mittee. The president gave his approv- 
al after consulting with officials of 
the navy department, 

The president understood the mem- 
bers of the committee to agree that 
the 10 cruiser program would take 
the place of the construction of the 
three cruisers authorized. in 1924. 
It was the president’s original sug- 
gestion in his annual message that the 


time limit for commencing consfruc- 
tion of the three cruisers, which was 
set for June 30, 1927, in the 1924 
act should be extended. 

He did not believe their construc- 
tion at present was justified in view 
of the heavy expense involved in the 
building of two airplane carriers, each 
of which is costing approximately 
$45,000,000. Accordingly the president 
has felt that no new construction ob- 
ligations should be undertaken in the 
coming fiscal year but that the condi- 
tions of the treasury would justify it 
during the following year. 


Blind Angles 
Are Blamed 
For Air Crash 


Rantou, Ill, December 24.—(7)— 
The “blind angles” which prevent an 
airplane pilot from seeing ahead of 
him clearly in some directions were 
blamed today by a military board of 
inquiry for the collision of two planes 
over Chanute field Wednesday which 
brought death to four army fliers. 

The board concluded that the planes 
approached each other from’ such 
angles that neither pilot could see the 
other. 

A flier sitting in the cockpit of an 
airplane, the report pointed out, can 
see straight ahead but his view up- 
ward or downward, as well as at cer- 
tain angles to the right or left, is 
obscured by wings, the engine, or by 
the wing posts. It was probably a 
coincidence, the board believed, that 
each plane was hidden from the pilot 


of the other by some such impedi-}

Years Served 


Little Rock, Ark., December 24.— 
(P)}—After serving four years for a 
crime of which officials who prosecut- 
him now believe he was innocent, 
Lester E. A. Yeager was free today 
with a Christmas pardon from Gov- 
ernor Terral in his pocket. Yeager’s 
release ends a case which aroused na- 
tion-wide interest. 

Convicted on a statutory charge he 
was sentenced to 21 years’ imprison- 
ment. A year later the prosecuting 
witness made an affidavit admitting 
she had testified falsely. 

Persons in other state with no spe- 
cial interest in the case began efforts 
to gain his freedom. Letters * from 
more than a dozen states contained 
appeals to the governor for clemency 
for Yeager. 

The governor, however, refused to 
act until officials of Phillips county, 
where Yeager was convicted, had sat- 
isfied themselves of his innocence. 


KENTUCKY RIVERS 
STILL MENACING 


Louisville, December 24, —(4)— 
Rivers in western Kentucky gand the 
Kentucky river in the central part 
of the state- today continued their 
menacing rise. 

Waters in the Barren and Green 
rivers in the western part of the state 
were approaching flood state in some 
sections. The Kentucky river flood, 
which earlier in the week caused con- 
siderable damage in the mountains, 
had moved to the central section. A 
number of buildings at Boonesboro 
beach resort were standing in several 
feet of water today. 

No loss of life has been reported 
in the newly flooded sections, and 
the damage has not been great. 

John Walters, lock keeper, said that 
lock 10 at Boonesboro was under 28 
feet of water. The river, 19 feet 
above flood stage at that time, was 
rising two inches an hour. The Bar- 
ren river reached 37 feet, the high- 
est stage in 13 years, at Bowling 
Green during the night but was fall- 
ing rapidly today. 

Flood stage was passed at Calhoun 
by the Green river during the day, 
having risen 25 feet in the last 60 


hours. Rains over the river basins 
during the night added to the already 
swollen Rough river, east of Calhoun, 
and the Pond river on the west. 
The QOhio river was beginning to 
rise in the lower reaches, a rate of 
two feet a day being reported at the 
government dam west of Owensboro.

Farwell, Texas, December 24.—(%) 
Dazed and delirious after stabbing 
himself three times, George J. Hassell, 
45, was unable tonight to give police 
an explanation of the deaths of his 
wife and her eight children, whose 
bodies were found today in a dugout 
on their farm, three miles from here. 

As Hassell was being questioned 


by officers he stabbed himself with 
a pocket knife. He was brought to 
a hospital here, and tonight doctors 
reported that he was dying. 

Police were called to the farm by 
anonymous reports that Hassell had 
been acting strangely and that his 
family, whom he announced several 
days ago were visiting in Oklahoma, 
could not be located. : 

A charge. of murder was filed 
against Hassell tonight. 

After Hassell stabbed himself, a 
search of the farm revealed the bod- 
ies in the dugout, which was caved 
in. A blood-covered ax was found 
nearby. The bodies had been buried 
about three weeks, authorities believed. 

The children, who were Hassell’s 
step-children, ranged in age from 2 to 
21. The youngest child apparently 
had been choked to death, and the 
others had been slain with an ax. 

Hassell’s brother died two years 
ago and Hassell married the brother's 
widow assuming the care of the eight 
children, 

Authorities are unable to assign a 
motive for the slayings. Neighbors 
say that about a month ago, Has- 
sell had complained that his wife 
had asked him to refrain from using 
liquor. He declared at the time, it 
is said, that he was fond of the chil- 
dren and was going to “mend his 
ways.”

MONTANA MAY ENTER

Helena, Mont., December 24.—(/) 
Refining and sale of gasoline by the 
state of Montana was proposed today 
by Attorney General L. A. Foote as a 
measure to increase the state's rey- 
enues from its oil lands and reduce the 


price of motor fuel to the consumer 
In a letter to I. M. Brandjord, reg- 
ister of state lands, commenting or a 
proposed new administrative land 
code, the attorney general urgently ad- 
vised inclusion of provisions by which 
the state may enter the retail oil field, 
refining its own oil.

“Atlanta has had the most remark- 
able development of any city I ever 
saw, declared James T. Scott, na- 
tive of Georgia and formerly director 


of the Clyde Steamship company’s 
Atlanta office, before leaving here in 
1917 with. the American expedition- 
ary forces. He arrived in Atlanta 
Friday on a.tour of the commercial 
centers of this conntry as American 
trade commigsioner of the United 
States department of commerce, in 
Hamburg, Germany. 

Mr. Scott, who came to Atlanta 
after visiting New York, Chicago and 
St. Louis, is studying these cities for 
a report to the Hoover commission. 
The center selected represents’ the 
great focal points serving American 
foreigu business. After compteting 
his work here, Mr. Scott will visit the 
west coast, Los Angeles, San Fran- 
civco, Seattle and Portland. 


“The purpose of the United States/ 1919, 


department of commerce,” the expert 
stated, “is to find and develop mar- 
kets for American products and in 
turn transfer this information to 
the industrial interests through the 
department’s district offices.” 

The Atlanta office is in control of 
the south Atlantic district, and for 
that reason is included in the inspec- 
tion tour.

Russia and: served as head of one 
direction of Herbert Hoover. Later. 
following service with the Hoover or- 
ganization, he was attached to the 
United States shipping board in Lon- 
don. Subsequent to this he was des- 
ignated by the shipping board to han- 
dle the expert shipping details of the 
Baltic problem in connection with 
American relief administration in 
Russia. Following this he served as 
head of the United States shipping 
board organization in Hamburg, later 
moving his headquarters to Berlin to 
act as director of United States lines 
there.

In 
November, 1926, Secretary Hoover 
appointed Mr. Scott American trade 
commissioner of the department of 
commerce, with headquarters at Ham- 
burg, the commercial and industrial 
center of Germany.

Except for a hurried two-day visit 
in 1921, he has not seen Atlanta since 
1917. 

“The tremendous growth of Atlanta 
as a commercial center and its general 
development have astounded me,” Mr 
Scott stated. “When I tried to do 
a littie Christmas shopping I felt as 
though I needed a guide. I walked 
up Whitehall street t® visit Rich’s 
department store and had _ passed 
Hunter street before being directed to 
the company’s new building on Broad 
street, The change from the old store 
to the new edifice typified the gen- 
eral growth of Atlanta to me. The 
new' deve.opment on the north end of 
the business section was entirely new 
to me, as were Atlanta’s. severai 
white-ways.” 

Commenting on conditions in Ger- 
many. Mr. Scott stated that “they 
nave been constantly improving, es- 
pecially during the past eight or nine 
months, due partly to the English coal 
strike.

Most British people, secure in the 
possession of Charles Dickens, who 
rediscovered Christmas, have no idea 
that Christmas is not their monopoly ; 
it may well be, too, that some Ameri- 
cans look upon everybody _ elses 
Christmas as a feeble shadow of their 
own. The truth is that, save for cer- 
tain obvious but entirely superficial 
variations, there is the most remark- 
able resemblance at this time between 
our two countries. The same family 
reunions, the same general spirit of 
kindness, the same good-humored jJost- 
ling crowds in frantic search of pres- 
ents for each other can be found in 
both nations. 

I could wish that those who are un- 
eonvineed that we know how to cele- 
brate Christmas eould spend the next 
few days at a tiny little village called 
Barton Bendish, in the county of Nor- 
folk. There are, at the most, 200 
people in it, living quietly in one of 
the few remaining strongholds of Eng- 
lish feudalism of the best sort. This 
little community, consisting for the 
most part of farm laborers, centers 
around one shop no larger than the 
average bathroom, in which candles, 
kerosene, soap and chocolate make 
contending appeals to the nose, the 
eye being taken by ghastly china vases 
and clocks, wierd garments and cheap 
but brightly color®d toys. The spirit- 
ual pivot af the place depends upon 
two ancient'churches, and for every- 
thing else there is The Hall. 


The Hall was built something over 
300 years ago, and the family that 
built it, which loses sight of its pedi- 
gree in the mists of 1000 A, D. er 
thereabouts, still holds to its compafa- 
tively modern residence. The family 
has old-fashioned ideas about the vil- 
lage, and the village has old-fashioned 
ideas about the family. So it happens 
that there are real carols sung by real 
vestries, who are presently rewarded 
with draughts of real beer. Everybody 
is very poor—the average wage is $6 


as the _ representative. 


a week, though things are cheaper in 
England—everybody is very contented 
and everybody is very kind. The Hall 
sees to it that poverty does not inter- 
fere with the seasonal enjoyment of 
the village. For the children there is 
a Christmas tree with a present for 
every one and, at the top, a very queen 
of dolls for some apple-faced rustic 
child. For the grown-ups there is a 
dance and a whist drive, and for the 
very poor indeed there is an order 
upon the little shop for things that 
matter.

Known to His Subjects

Serve the imperial family and the attitude 
Ban people of Japan toward their sov-

New York, December 24.—Tokio 
knew the emperor of Japan as the 
divine being which the Shinto religion 
made him, a traditional god whose 
human illness removed him ears ago 


from intimate touch with the people 
of his country. 

Above the palace roofs, hidden away 
in the moated, pine shaded confines of 
the crown lands of Tokio, the sky is 
blue. But to the popular mind of the 
artistic Japanese—and all are artists 
——the sky there is golden. 

The emperor, believed to be the liy- 
ing representative of the sun goddess 
Amaterasu, from whom all Japanese 
emperors are said to descend, has his 
home in a small palace away from 
the main palace where diplomats are 
_ received. The ruler must be isolated 
from the people, in accordance witb 
the religion of the country. 

Little Known By Subjects. 

Thus Yoshihito, even before retire- 
or was little known by his sub- 

ts. 

His majesty lived in the imperial 
palace only for short periods each 
year, spending winter at the imperial 
palace in Hayama where he died and 


summer in the mountain retreat of 
[the imperial family at Nikko. 

The crowds that packed the streets 
of the capital every_time word went 
out that the emperor was leaving town 
or returning bowed respectfully, their 
heads uncovered, as the big red, im- 
perial crested limousine moved over 
the guarded roadway from Tokio cen- 
tral station to the imperial palace. 
Sometimes they had a glimpse of a 
slight? bent figure in the corner of 
the car. His majesty may have known 
the prayers and hopes of his people 
as he passed, but he might have been 
dead so far as evidence of movement 
in the big red car was concerned. 

Empress Sadako traveled with him, 
leaving him only when her majesty’s 
presence was demanded at such fune- 
tions as the annual meeting of the 
Japanese Red Cross or the imperial 
garden parties, where foreign dipio- 
mats are received twice each year by 
the imperial family. But she pre- 
served the Japanese idea of the wife’s 
position in the family. She acted for 
her lord, the emperor, but she would 
not mount a dais to receive her foreign 
guests, even on state occasions. That 
was her husban’’s exclusive function. 

mpress Always With Him. 

Yoshihito was supreme to his con- 
| sort to the end. When it became 
necessary to establish the regency in 
1921 her majesty never sought the 
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prestige she might have obtained from 
her position as empress. 

With their sons, the imperial couple 
enjoy laces in three cities. One 
of the ast diversions possible for the 
emperor was the motion picture. 
special room was fitted up in the 
palace at Tokio and there, with Prince 
Sumi, ll-year-old baby of the family, 
the ruler and his wife spent many 
evenings until it became impossible for 
his nerves to endure the strain of the 
flickering movie lights. Those who 
knew him in his earlier life recall 
the days he spent in Akasaka palace, 
before the death of his father, the 
great emperor. Meiji, called him to 
rulership. His majesty was a demo- 
cratic young prince in those days, 
spending many hours with Hirochito, 
Chichibu, Takamatsu and the baby 
Sumi, around the pools and in the 
gardens of the smaller palace. 

One of the last intimate pictures of 
Yoshihito was obtained by a heavy 
laden wood hauler on the hills outside 
Nikko. As his majesty rode by with 
the empress he noticed the man’s la- 
bored breathing as he pulled an over- 
loaded wood car up the hill. He 
talked with the man, gave orders that 
he must be given a helper and let it 
be known that such human labor 
throughout the country must end. 

Pine-covered Niklo was said to be 
his particular delight with its great 
lacquered bridge which is closed to 
all but the emperors of Japan. 

He died at Hayama, far south of 
Tokio, by the sea. He had been a 
god to his people and his life’s sorrow 
represented by his infirmity was the 
sorrow of the great nation which he 
ruled.

Leonard Has Letters. 

The Detroi: club of the American 
league dickers with Dutch Leonard 
regarding a claim for money. In 
the dickering Leonard, admittedly 
mad at Ty Cobb, reveals two letters. 
These letters tndicate that Cobb and 
Joe Wood had knowledge of a bet 
Leonard made on Detroit to beat 
Cleveland in the last game at De- 
troit in 1919. 

Neither of the letters charge that 
Cobb bet. but Wood’s letter says he 
thought Cobb had intended to wager 
on his own team. 

The Detroit club informs the di- 
rectors of the American league of 
Leonard’s letters. The directors are 
told Leonard is threateniag to sell 
them. They realize there is a chance 
he might sell the letters to a news- 
paper. So the attorney for the 
American league negotiates the pur- 
chase of these two missives. Cobb 
says the league paid Leonard $20,- 
000. The league has not denied it. 
We may assume the league has de 
cided to zo on with its battle with 
the windmills. The $20,000 was 
for the purchase of a spear. 

What did the American league in 
these letters? 

The Letters Said: 

One was written by Cobb, the other 
by Joe Wood, a former pitcher for 
Cleveland. Both were written to 
Leonard. Each told him that money 
which he and Wood had pooled to 
wager that Detroit would beat Cleve- 
land in the last game at Detroit in 
1919 had brought $420. Both letters 
said that Cobb had not wagered. Both 
indicated that Cobb had contemplated 
betting, but that it was to be on 
his own team. 

That was what the letters said. 

The American league also obtained 
from Leonard the verbal charge that 
Tris Speaker had also planned to 
bet on the game. Leonard alleged 
that Tris had said the game would 
be crooked and that Cleveland would 
lay down.

Approval Necessary.

wise for those expecting to take prof- 
its early next year to keep in mind 
that the professional trader in the 
stock market usually manages to keep 
a few jumps ahead of even the big 
inside holders of stock to say nothing 
of the average trader. 

Last autumn the average trader 
in the stock market had the idea in 
the back of his head that he was go- 
ing to clean up and get out of the 
stock market before election time.

Several New Highs. 

Christmas eve a year ago, which 
was Thursday with Saturday an ex- 
tra holiday we had six per cent money 
with us, with the stock market quiet 
and strong and a number of stocks 
making a new high for the year with 
the average for 50 stocks at a new 
high for all time. On December 24 
last year Atchison made a new high 
for the year at 124, New York Cen- 
tral 132 1-8, Atlantic Coast Line at 
268, Chicago Northwestern 80 7-8, 
Nickel Plate 183. In the industrial 
list new highs for the year were es- 
tablished by many stocks, some for all 
time, American Can selling that day 
at 206, American Smelting at 138, 
Mack Truck at 242, and many other 
active industrial stocks were selling 
close to their high for the year.

In 
some respects the general trade and 
stock outlook today is more obscure 
than it was last Christmas eve, That 
this is fully realized by the big out- 
side publie is evident from the atti- 
tude being displayed. There is not 
the slightest doubt but that since the 
ending of the wild speculative fever in 
1920 the big outside speculating pub- 
lic year by year is showing better 
stock market judgment, frequently 
better judgment than professional 
Wall street traders.
